There has never b een any who hava 
doub ted the productiveness of the soil 
of Western Canada, hut there are some­ 
times found those who question the fact 
of its superiority. 
During the past 
season it has b een shown that iu grain- 
raising qualities it possessed the very 
b est. 
The late spring prevented grain 
b eing sown in many cases b efore the 
middle of May. Yet, a large percentage 
of that sown at that time produced ex­ 
cellent yields. Ilad it not b een for the 
fnist early in August, which visited 
most of the north half of the continent, 
there would have b een a magnificent 
yield In every district in Western Can­ 
ada. Throughout the Southern Alb erta 
district, where ab out 100,000 acres was 
sown to winter wheat, the yield will 
b e enormously large.

She is taught this, 
however, in relation to the law that if 
a man will eat he must work, which 
is made to apply to b oth sexes alike in 
France; she does not, therefore, aim 
to b e self-supporting in order to attain 
the emancipation of her sex from any 
of the relations and functions which 
nature inqioses ui>on women; on the 
contrary, the trades or professions in 
which she is most often skilled are 
those which pertain to the household 
and to the rearing of children.—H ar­ 
per’s Bazaar.

Major Joh n C. F. Tillson of th e Regu ­ 


lar Army High ly Commen ds Th eir 


Work Wh ile Train in g at 


Camp Lin coln . 


Sp ringfield, Dec. 3.—Major John C. 
F. Tillson of the Fourth Infantry of 
the U. S. A., who was stationed at 
Camp Lincoln with the Illinois Na­ 
tional Guard last summer, has for­ 
mulated his rep ort up on the duty as­ 
signed him. Major Tillson’s battalion 
was the first battalion of the regular 
army that has encamp ed with the Na­ 
tional Guard of Illinois. The battalion 
was ordered to Sp ringfield by the sec­ 
retary of war on the request of Gov­ 
ernor Dencen, who believed that the 
instruction would be of immense val­ 
ue to the guardsmen of this state. 
Major Tillson in his rep ort makes 
three recommendations in favor of the 
National Guard, 
which 
he believes 
should be carried out by the national 
government. 
These recommendations 
if adop ted would require the govern­ 
ment to make the following p rovis­ 
ions: 
First: Skilled instructors from the 
army for every comp any of the guard. 
Second: Armories. 
Third: Pay for the time sp ent in 
drilling and instructions.

admirably distributed lending beauty 
and comfort. The natural drainage is 
ex cellent, and a sy stem of sewers sup ­ 
p lements this and carries 
off 
the 
waste water from the kitchens. 
“W ater is p ip ed 
from 
the city 
mains and the hy drants are conven­ 
iently distributed. 
Shower baths are 
p rovided for officers and men. 
The 
water closets p rovided for officers and 
men are connected with the sewer 
and are flushed frequently . 
Kitchen 
garbage and refuse 
were 
removed 
from the camp daily and covered with 
p etroleum ' and 
burned. 
The mess 
tents were screened and the drinking 
water boiled and the camp carefully 
p oliced each day . 
In consequence of 
these sanitary p rovisions and obser­ 
vances there was no serious case of 
sickness during the entire encamp ­ 
ment and no sickness however slight 
that could be attributed to a failure 
in camp sanitation. 
Small for Battle Ex ercises. 
“The camp consists of a large p a­ 
rade ground, a camp ground, and a 
target range up to 1,000 y ards. All of 
these are amp le for the encamp ment 
of a regiment, and its drill In close 
and ex tended order, and its instruction 
in target p ractice. 
The area is 
so 
restricted as to p reclude intelligent 
battle ex ercises. 
Should battle ex er­ 
cises be attemp ted nearly every thing 
must be left to the imagination and all 
rules regarding distances must be vio­ 
lated. 
"Battle ex ercises undertaken 
with 
these false and absurd conditions are 
worse than useless, for they imp ress 
the p articip ants with false notions of 
the use of ground and distance which 
in a real battle must lead to criminal 
sacrifice of life. 
“It was evident at first observation 
that there was a large p ercentage of 
the enlisted men who were recruits. 
Up on 
investigation it was 
learned 
that an average of 40 p ercentum of 
the enlisted strength of the regiments 
had served less than one y ear; and 
not much can be learned in the first 
y ear of service, such as it is in the 
National Guard. 
The necessity for 
elementary instruction in every thing 
*—drill, discip line, guard duty , target 
p ractice—was 
every where ap p arent. 
To 
have 
attemp ted 
to 
instruct 
these guardsmen in the refinements 
of military art could have been only 
an ex hibition of p edantry on the p art 
of the instructor. 
“Few, indeed, would have been in­ 
terested in such work and fewer could 
have ap p reciated it. 
Here was p re­ 
sented an op p ortunity to teach the 
first p rincip les of military education 
to officers and men eager to know 
them and willing to work hard, and to 
saorifice every moment of amusement

ing the capacity o f the co unty ho spital. 
An arrangem ent by the co unty with 
private ho spitals to care fo r emergency 
cases and also to o perate an emergency 
ambulance service. 
A system o f investigatio n to prevent 
impo sitio n o n the co unty by perso ns 
able to pay fo r ho spital service. 
\n increase in the number o f nurses 
at the co unty ho spital. 
The establishm ent o f a system o f 
reco rds there which co uld be used fo r 
scientific wo rk . 
Erectio n o f an additio n to the deten­ 
tio n ho spital and impro vements o f its 
gro unds. 
The erectio n o f a new mo rgue. 
Enfo rcement o f the law requiring 
pro tectio n fro m dangero us machinery’. 
Vigo ro us pro secutio n o f wife desert­ 
ers. 
EASTERN TRIP FRUITFUL. 
Many o f these reco mmendatio ns are 
due to the trip o f investigatio n made 
last summer by the Co unty Co mmis­ 
sio ners and the president to the char­ 
itable institutio ns o f eastern cities. 
W ith a ho me fo r co nvalescents, Pres­ 
ident Busse believes, the return 
o f 
many patiehte to the co unty ho spital 
co uld tie avo ided. 
He says that many 
patients m ust no w be turned o ut befo re 
they have gained sufficient strength to 
wo rk , to mak e ro o m fo r o thers. 
They 
o ften tieeo me ill and return. 
The need fo r a new infirmary, he 
says, is reco gnized and nego tiatio ns are 
under way fo r the purchase o f a site. 
The reco mmendatio n that the city 
care fo r c-o ntagio us and alco ho lic pa­ 
tients is made because, it is urged, the 
city gets the benefit o f the scho o l taxes 
and sho uld care fo r victims o f the li­ 
censing o f dram sho ps. 
Relative to 
co ntagio n, it is urged that the 
city, 
thro ugh its health departm ent can bet­ 
ter deal with such diseases by having 
a ho spital under its supervisio n. W ith 
these classes o f patients remo ved fro m 
the co unty ho spital, Mr. Busse 
esti­ 
mates that 200 beds will be available 
fo r o ther patients. 
An investigatio n by the co unty agent 
o f the financial standing o f a number 
o f patients o f the co unty ho spital has 
co nvinced the President o f the Co unty 
Bo ard that many perso ns are impo sing 
upo n the co unty. 
lie pro po ses to co m- 


1**1 them to pay fo r the service given 
>r fo rce them to seek private ho spitals. 
The 
investigatio n sho ws that 
many 
fo rmer patients o f the ho spital 
are 
earning co mfo rtable salaries, and that 
many o thers are no n-residents, who 
o n me to Chicago a few week s befo re 
entering the ho spital. 
accidents drain county . 
‘injuries received in industrial pur 
suits are adding each year so o re^ o f 
jierso ns and fam ilies to the relief list 
o f the co unty agent,” reads the mes­ 
sage. 
“Hundreds o f able-bo died men 
In the prime o f life annually are re­ 
ceiving 
injuries which result in the 
lo ss o f life, limb o r health, and mak e 
many o f thin o r their families co unty 
charges.” 
The message then asserts that 
a

THE MESSAGE IN PART. 


D o cum ent E ntire W o uld M a ke Ov er 
T w enty N ew spa per C o lum ns. 
President Roosevelt's message to the 
Sixtieth Congress is of great length, the 
longest ever penned by any President, anil 
in full contains over 
35,000 words. 
In 
part the President says: 
No nation lias greater resources than 
ours, and I think it can be truthfully said 
that the citizens of no nation possess 
greater energy and industrial ability. 
In 
no nation are the fundamental business 
conditions sounder than in ours at this 
very moment; and it is foolish, when 
such is the case, for people to hoard 
money instead of keeping it in sound 
b a nk s ; for it is such hoarding that is the 
immediate occasion of money stringency. 
Moreover, as a rule, the business of our 
people is conducted with 
honesty and 
probity, and this applies alike to farms 
and factories, to railroads and banks, to 
all our legitimate commercial enterprises. 
In any large body of men. however, 
there are certain to be some who are dis­ 
honest, and if the conditions are such that 
these men prosper or commit their m is­ 
deeds with im punity, their exam ple is a 
very ev.l thing for the com m unity. W here 
these men are business men of great sa­ 
gacity and of tem peram ent both unscrupu­ 
lous and reckless, and where the condi­ 
tio ns are such that they act w itho ut su­ 
pervision o r control and at first w ithout 
effective check from public opinion, they 
delude many innocent people into making 
investm ents o r em barking in kinds of 
bus,11* ss th a t are really unsound. 
When 
the misdeeds of these successfully dishon­ 
est men are discovered, suffering comes 
not only upon them, but upon the inno­ 
cent men whom they have misled. 
It is 
a painful aw akening, whenever it o ccurs; 
and. naturally, when it does occur those 
who suffer are apt to forget th at the long­ 
er it was deferred the more painful it 
would be. 
In the effort to punish the 
guilty it is both wise and pro per to en­ 
deavor so far as possible to minimize the 
distress of those who have been misled by 
the guilty. 
Yet it is not possible to re­ 
frain because of such distress from striv ­ 
ing to put an end to the 
111 isdeeds th at are 
tin* ultim ate causes of the suffering, and, 
as a m eans to this end, where possible to 
punish those responsible fo r them. There 
m ay be honest differences of opinion as to 
m any governm ental po licies; but surely 
there can be no such differences as to the 
need of unflinching perseverance in the 
w ar against successful dishonesty. 
I n t m t a t f Co mmerce. 
The fo unders of the co nstitutio n pro vid­ 
ed th a t the natio nal governm ent should 
have complete and sole control of inter­ 
state commerce. 
There was then prac­ 
tically no interstate business save such as 
w as conducted by w ater, and this the na­ 
tio nal governm ent a t once proceeded to 
regulate in thoroughgoing and effective 
fashion. 
Co nditio ns have now so wholly 
changed th at the interstate commerce by 
w ater is insignificant compared w ith the 
am o unt th a t goes by land, and alm ost all 
big business co ncents are now engaged in 
Interstate commerce. 
As a result, it can 
be but partially and im perfectly co ntro ll­ 
ed o r regulated by the actio n of any one 
of the several S ta te s; sucli actio n inevita­ 
bly tending 
to be either to o dra stic or 


else too lax, and in either- casen neffective 
fo r purpses of justice 
Only 
f n e natio nal 
governm ent can in thoroughgoing fashion 
exerc.se the needed control, 
i nis does not 
mean that there should 
Ik* any extension 
of federal autho rity, for ¡arucli autho rity 
already exists under the co nstitutio n 
111 
am plest and most far-reaching fo rm ; but 
it does m ean that there should be au ex- 
tens.o n of federal activity. 
The most 
vital need is in connection with the rail­ 
roads. 
As to these, in my judgm ent there 
should now be either a natio nal incorpo­ 
r a l .011 act or a law licensing railw ay com­ 
panies to engage in interstate commerce 
upon certan conditions. 
The railro ads 
and all o ther great co rpo ratio ns will do 
well to recognize that th.<s control m ust 
co m e; the only question is as to w hat gov­ 
ernm ental body can most wisely exer­ 
cise it. 
5h e r 111 a n A nt i - T r a e t I , a w . 
Moreover, in my judgm ent, there should 
be additio nal leg.sTation looking to the 
pro per (“o ntro l of the great business con­ 
cerns engaged in interstate business, this 
control to Ik* exercised for their own bene­ 
fit and pro sperity no less than for the 
pro tectio n of investors and of the general 
public. 
As 1 have repeatedly said in 
messages to the Congress and elsewhere, 
experience has definitely shown not mere­ 
ly the unwisdom but the futility of en­ 
deavoring to put a stop to all business 
com binations. 
Modern industrial condi­ 
tions are such th a t com bination is not 
only necessary but inevitable. 
It is so 
iu the world of business just as it is so 
in the world of labor, and it is as idle to 
dt*sire to put an end to all co rpo ratio ns, 
to all big com binations of capital, as to 
desire to put an end to com binations of 
labor. 
C o rpo ratio n and labor union alike 
have come to stay. Each if properly m an­ 
aged is a source of good aud not evil. 
W henever in either there is evil, it should 
be prom ptly held to acco u nt: but it should 
receive hearty encouragem ent so long as 
it is properly managed. 
It is profound*y 
immoral to put o r keep on the statu te 
books a law, nominally 
111 the interest ot 
public m o rality, th at really puts a pre­ 
mium upon public im m orality, by under­ 
taking to forbid honest men from doing 
what must la* done under modern business 
conditions, so that the law itself provides 
that its own infractio n m ust be the con­ 
dition precedent upon business success. 
To aim at the accomplishm ent of too 
much usually means the accom plishm ent 
of too little, and o ften th e doing of posi- 
t i ve da ma ,re. 
The a nti-tru st law sho uld no t be repeal­ 
e d; hut it sho uld Ik* made bo th more effi­ 
cient aud more in harm o ny w ith actual co n­ 
ditio ns. 
It sho uld be so am ended as to 
fo rbid only the kind o f co m binatio n which 
does harm to the 
general 
public, 
such 
am endm ent to be acco m panied by, o r to la* 
an incident of, a g ra nt o f superviso ry po w­ 
er to th e go vernm ent o ver 
1 hese big co n­ 
cerns engaged in inte rsta te business. 
This 
sho uld Ih:* acco m panied by pro visio n fo r the 
co mpulso ry publicatio n o f acco unts and the 
subjectio n o f books and paper* to the in­ 
spectio n o f the go vernm ent officials. 
A be­ 
ginning has already been made fo r such su ­ 
pervisio n by the establishm ent o f the Bu­ 
reau of fo rja » rations. 
T he design sho uld l» e 
to prevent the abuses Incident to th e crea ­ 
tion of unh ealth y and im pro per co m bina­ 
tio ns, Instead o f w aiting until they are in 
existence and then atte m pting to destro y 
them bv civil o r crim inal proceedings. The 
law sho uld m ake its pro hibitio ns and per­ 
missio ns as clear and definite as possible, 
leaving the least possible room fo r a rb i­ 
tra ry actio n, o r allegatio n o f such actio n, 
o n th e part o f the executive, o r o f diver­ 
gent inte rpre ta tio ns by the co urts. 
Among 
the po ints to Ik* aim ed a t sho uld he the 
pro hibitio n of unhealtny co m petitio n, such 
as by rendering service a t an actual loss 
fo r the purpo se o f crushing out co m peti­ 
tion, the preventio n o f inflatio n o f capital, 
and the pro hibitio n of a co rpo ratio n’s m ak­ 
ing exclusive trad« * w ith itself a co nditio n 
of having any trade w ith itself. 
Ueasona- 
ble 
agreem ents 
between, 
o r 
co m binatio ns 
of. eor¡» orations sho uld Ik* perm itted, pro ­ 
vided they are tlrst subm itted to and ap 
pro ved by 
some appro priate 
go vernm ent 
body. 
To co nfer upon the natio nal go vern­ 
ment. in co nnectio n w ith the am endm ent I 
advo cate in the anti tru st law, po wer of su 
pervisio n 
o ver 
big 
business co ncerns en­ 
gaged in intersta te commerce, wo uld bepe- 
rit them as it has benefited the natio nal 
banks. 
In the recent business crisis it is 
no tew o rthy th a t the 
institu tio ns 
which 
failed 
were 
institu tio ns 
which 
were 
no t 
under the supervisio n and co ntro l o f the 
natio nal 
go vernm ent, 
Tho se which 
were 
under natio nal co ntro l 
stood 
the 
test. 
Tho se w ho fear, from any reaso n, th e ex­ 
tensio n of federal activity will do well t*» 
study the histo ry no t only of th e natio nal 
Itanking ac t but of the pure food law, and 
no tably the meat inspectio n law recently 
enacted.

Incidentally, in the passage o f the pure 
food 
law tin* actio n of the vario us S tate 
food 
nnd dairy co mmissio ners sho wed 
in 
striking fashio n how m uch good fo r th e 
whole people results fro m th e hearty co­ 
o peratio n o f the Federal and S tate officials 
in securing a given reform. 
C u r r e nc y . 
In my message to th e Co ngress a year 
ago I called yo ur a ttentio n to the co ndi­ 
tion of o ur currency laws. 
T he natio nal 
bank act lias ably served a great purpo se 
tn aiding the eno rm o us business develo p­ 
ment of the co untry, and w ithin ten years 
there h as been an Increase in circulatio n 
j» er 
capita 
from 
$21.41 
to 
$33.08. 
Fo r 
several years evidence has been accu m u lat­ 
ing th a t 
additio nal 
legislatio n is needed. 
T he recurrence of each crop season em pha­ 
sizes the defects of th» * pr» *s« *nt laws. T here 
m u st soon be a revisio n of them, because 
to leave them as they ¡ire m eans to incur 
liability 
of 
business 
disaster. 
T here is 
need o f a change. 
U nfo rtunately, however, 
m any o f the proposed changes m ust 
I k * 
rule» ! fro m co nsideratio n because they are 
co mplicated, 
are 
not 
easy o f co m prehen­ 
sion. ami tend to distu rb existing righ ts 
and interests. 
I do not press any especial 
plan, but I again urge on tne Co ngress the 
need o f im m ediate a ttentio n to th is m a t­ 
ter. 
We need a g reater elasticity in o ur 
currency ; pro vided, of course, th a t we rec­ 
ognize the even g re a te r need o f a safe and 
secure currency. 
There 
m ust alw ays Ik* 
th e m o st rigid exam inatio n by the natio nal 
autho rities. 
Pro visio n sho uld l» e made for 
an emergency currency. 
T he emergency is­ 
sue sho uld, o f co urse, tw* made w ith an e f­ 
fective gu aranty, and upon co nditio ns care­ 
fully prescribed by th e go vernm ent. 
Such 
emergency issue m u st bo bns« *d on adequate 
securities appro ved by the go vernm ent, and 
must 
Ik* issued under 
¡1 heavy tax. 
T his 
would perm it currency la’ing issued when 
the demand for it w as urgent, while secur­ 
ing its retirem ent as the demand fell off. 
We must also rem ember th a t even th e w is­ 
est legislatio n on the subject can o nly ac ­ 
complish a certain am o unt. 
No legislatio n 
can by any po ssibility g u arantee th e busi­ 
ness co m m unity against th e results o f spec­ 
ulative foliv any mor» * th a n it can guar- 
ant« *e an individual ag ainst the 
results o f 
his extravagance. When an 
individual 
m o rt­ 
gages his ho use to buy an automobile he 
invites dis a ste r; nnd when w ealthy men, 
or men who pose as such, or are unscrupu­ 
lously o r foolishly eager to beeomesuch. in­ 
dulge in reckless speculatio n— 
especially if 
it is 
acco mpanied 
by 
dishon« *8ty— they 
jeo pardize no t oniy their 
own future 
but 
the future of all their inno cent fellow-citl- 
zens. fo r they expose the whole 
business 
community 
to panic and 
distress. 
l l e v e n u e . 
The income account of the nation is in 
a 
most satisfactory condition. 
For the six 
fiscal years ending with the 1st of July last, 
the total expenditures and revenues of the 
national government, exclusive of the postal 
revenues and expenditures, were, in round 
numbers, revenues. 
$3.46 5.000.000. 
and 
ex- 
pen» litures. $5,275,000.000. 
The net excess 
of income over expenditures, including in 
the latter the fifty millions expended for 
the Panama canal, was one hundred 
and 
ninety million dollars for the six years, an 
average of about thirty-one millions 
a year. 
This represents an approximation between 
income and outgo which it would be 
hard 
to improve. 
The satisfactory 
w o rking of 
the present tariff law has 
been chiefly re­ 
sponsible for this excellent 
sho wing. 
Nev­ 
ertheless, there is an evident 
and c o nsta nt­ 
ly growing feeling among 
o ur peo ple th a t 
the time is rapidly 
appro aching 
when our 
system of revenue legislation must 
be re­ 
vised. 
T h e T nrtflf. 
T his co untry is definitely 
committed to 
th e protective system and 
any effo rt to up- 


root it could not but cause widespread in­ 
dustrial disaster. 
In other words, the prin­ 
ciple of the present tariff law could not 
with wisdom be changed. 
But in a coun­ 
try of such phenomena* growth as ours it 
is probably well that every dozen years or 
so the tariff laws should be carefully scru­ 
tinized so as to see that no excessive or 
improper benefits are conferred 
thereby, 
that proper revenue is provided, and that 
our foreign trade is encouraged. 
There 
must aiways be as a minimum a 
tariff 
which will not only allow for the collection 
01 ¡in ample revenue hut which will at least 
make good the difference in cost of produc­ 
tion here aud abroad; that is, the differ­ 
ence in the labor cost here aud abroad, tor 
the well-being of the wage-worker must 
ever lx* 
icy 
a* a cardinal point of American {h>1- 
.v,,. 
The question should be approached 
purely from a business standpo int; both 
lhe time and the manner of the change be­ 
ing such as to arouse the minimum of agi­ 
tation and disturbance in 
the 
business 
world, nnd to give the least play for selfish 
and factional motives. 
The sole considera­ 
tion should be to see that the sum total of 
changes represents the public good. 
This 
means that the subject cannot with wis- 
dim be dealt with in the year preceding a 
presidential election, because as 
a m atter 
of fact experience lias conclusively shown 
that at such a time it is impossible to get 
men to treat It from the staudjmint of the 
public good. 
In my judgment the wise 
time to deal with the m atter is immediate­ 
ly after such election, 
inco m e Ta x . mid Iuherita uce Ta x . 
When o ur tax laws are revised the ques 
tio n of au income tax and an inheritance 
tax sho uld receive the careful attentio n of 
o ur legislato rs, 
in my ju dg m ent both of 
these taxes sho uld be pa rt of o ur system of 
federal taxatio n. 
I speak diffidently abo ut 
the income tax because one scheme fo r an 
inco me tax was declared unco nstitutio nal by 
the suprem e c o u r t ; while in additio n it is 
a difficult tax to adm inister in its practi­ 
cal working, and g reat care would have to 
t» e exercised to see m a t it w as no t evaded 
by th e very men whom it w as mo st desira­ 
ble to have taxed, fo r if so evaded it would, 
of course, be worse th an no tax a t a l l ; as 
the least desirable of all taxes is the tax 
which bears heavily 
upon the ho nest as 
co m pared w ith th e disho nest m an. 
Nev­ 
ertheless, a g radu ated income tax of t tic* 
pro per type would be a desirable featu re of 
lt*deral taxatio n, and it is to be hoped th a t 
one may be devised which th e 
suprem e 
co urt will declare co nstitutio nal. 
T he in­ 
heritance tax. ho wever, is both 
¡1 fa r bet­ 
ter m etho d o f taxatio n, and fa r mo re im­ 
po rtant fo r the purpo se of haviug the for- 
tunes o f the co untry hear iu pro po rtio n to 
th eir increase in size a co rrespo nding in­ 
crease aud burden of taxatio n. 
T he go v­ 
ernm ent has the abso lute right to decide 
us to the term s upon which a man shall re­ 
ceive a 
Unjuest 
o r devise fro m 
ano ther, 
aud this po int in th e devo lutio n of pro per­ 
ty is especially appro priate fo r the im po si­ 
tio n of a tax. 
Enfo rcem ent o f the La w. 
A few* years ago there w as loud co m­ 
plaint th a t the law ct.urd not be invo ked 
ag ainst 
w ealthy 
offenders. 
T here 
is 
no 
such co m plaint now. 
T he co urse of the de­ 
partm e nt of Justice during the last few 
ye a rs has been such as to make it evident 
th a t no man stands abo ve the law, th a t 
no co rpo ratio n is so weal thy th a t it can 
not be ueid to acco unt. 
T he two g re at evils 
in the executio n o f o ur crim inal law s to ­ 
day are sentim entality 
aud 
technicality. 
Bo th of these evils m ust be removed or 
public 
disco ntent 
w itu 
the 
crim inal 
law 
will co ntinue. 
I n junctio n« . 
Instances o f abuse in the g ra nting of in­ 
ju nctio ns In labo r disputes co ntinue to oc­ 
cur, and the resentm ent in the m inds of 
tho se who feel th a t th e ir rig h ts are being 
invaded aud their liberty of actio n and of 
speech u nw arrantab ly restrained contimn-s 
likewise to gro w. 
Much of th e a tta c k on 
tlie use of the process o f injunctio n is who l­ 
ly w ith o u t w a r r a nt ; hut i am co nstraint^ 
t«* express tb<* belief th a t fo r some of it 
there is w arrant. 
T his questio n is becoming 
mo re and mo re o ne of prime im po rtance, 
and uuiess the co urts will them selves deal 
w ith it in effective m anner, it is certain 
ultim ately to dem and so me fo rm o f legis­ 
lative actio n. 
I refrain fro m discussio n of 
tills questio n as 1 am info rmed th a t it will 
soon receive th e co usiueratio u of the su­ 
preme co urt. 
E m plo yers* L ia b ility . 
T he 
natio nal 
go vernm ent 
sho uld 
be 
a 
model 
emplo yer. 
It 
sho uld 
dem and 
the 
highest quality of service from each of its 
employes aud it sho uld care fo r all o f them 
pro perly in return. 
Co ngress sho uld ado pt 
legislatio n 
pro viding 
limited 
but 
definite 
co m pensatio n fo r accidents to all w o rkmen 
w ithin the scope o f th e federal power, in­ 
cluding employes of navy yards and ar- 
*s» *nals. 
In o th er words, a model emplo y­ 
ers’ 
liability 
act, 
far-reaching 
and 
th o r­ 
o ughgo ing, sho uld 
Ik * enacted which sho uld 
appiv to all po sitio ns, public and private, 
over w hich 
the natio nal go vernm ent has 
jurisdictio n. 
I im I u nI r ia l D isputes. 
S trikes and lockouts, w ith th eir a tte nd­ 
a nt loss and suffering, co ntinue to increase. 
Fo r 
th e five years ending 
December 31, 
1!H)5, tin* num ber o f strikes was g reater 
th a n tho se in any previo us ten years and 
was double the num ber in th e preceding 
five years. 
T hese figures indicate th e iu- 
creusing need of pro viding so me m achinery 
to deal w ith this class o f disturbances in 
the interest alike o f the emplo yer, th e em ­ 
ploye, and the general public. 
I renew my 
previo us 
reco m m endatio n 
th a t 
the 
Co n­ 
gress favo rably co nsider th e m a tte r of cre­ 
a ting the m achinery fo r co mpulso ry inves­ 
tigatio n o f such indu strial co ntro versies as 
are of sufficient m agnitude and of sufficient 
co ncern to the people of the co untry as a 
who le to w a rra nt the federal go vernm ent 
in taking actio n. 
C a p ita l » m l L a b o r . 
It is certain th a t fo r some tim e to come 
there will I k* a co nstant increase abso lutely, 
and perhaps relatively, of tho se am o ng o ur 
citizens who dwell in cities o r to w ns of 
some size and who work fo r wages. 
This 
m eans th a t there will !» e an ever-increasing 
need to co nsider tin* pro blems inseparable 
fro m a great industrial civilizatio n. 
W here 
an immense and complex business, especial­ 
ly in tho se branches relating to m anufac­ 
ture and transpo rtatio n. Is transacted by a 
large num ber o f capitalists who employ a 
very much larg» *r num ber of wage earners, 
the fo rm er tend mo re and more to co m­ 
bine into co rpo ratio ns and the latter into 
unions. 
The relatio ns o f the capitalist and 
wage-wo rker to one ano ther, and of each to 
tin* general public, are not alw ays easy to 
a dju s t; and to put them and keep them on 
a satisfacto ry basis is one of the mo st im­ 
po rta nt and o ne of the mo st delicate tasks 
before o ur whole civilizatio n. 
It is idle to 
hold th a t w ith o u t good laws evils such as 
child labo r, as tin* o ver wo rking of women, 
as tlie failure to pro tect emplo yes from loss 
o f life o r limb, cun 
Ik * effectively reached, 
any mo re th a n the evils o f rebates and 
stock w atering can I« * reached w itho ut good 
laws. 
To fail to sto p these practices by 
legislatio n m eans to force ho nest men into 
them, because o therw ise the disho nest who 
surely will 
take adv antag e of them will 
have* everything th eir own 
way. 
If the 
S tates will co rrect these evils, well and 
g o o d; hut th e natio n m ust stand ready to 
aid them . 
No question growing out of our rapid 
and 
complex industrial development is more 
x m- 
po rtant than that of the employment or 
women nnd children. 
The presence of wom­ 
en in industry reacts with extreme direct­ 
ness upon the character of the home ana 
upon family liff. and the conditi 
rounding the employment of children bear 
<1 
v i t a l 
ri» l*>ti/,n 
t n OUT fU tU fC CitiSC nSfiiP- 
a vital relation to our future citizenship. 
Fa rm ers a nil W i f i W o rkers. 
The two citizens whose welfare is In tfie 
aggregate most vital to tne welfare of the 
nation, and therefore to the welfare of an 
other citizens, are the wage-worker who 
does manual labor and the tiller of the soil, 
the farmer. 
The calling of the sk 
ed 
tiller of the soil, the calling of the skilled 
mechanic, should alike be recognized as pro­ 
fessions, just as emphatically as the ro ll­ 
ings of lawyer, doctor, merchant, or elerk. 
The schools should recognize this rs c ta na 
it should equally l>e recognized 
In popular 
opinion. 
It should be one of our 
objects to put both the farmer and the m e 
chnnlc on a higher l^ane of efficiency and 
reward, so as to increase their'effectiveness 
in the economic world, and therefore the 
dignity, the remnueration, and the power 
of their positions in the social world. 
No growth of cities, no growth of wealth, 
can m ake up 
for any 
loss in 
either the 
number 
o r the character of the farming 
population. 
We of 
th e United States should 
realize this above almost all o th er peoples. 
We began o u r 
existence as a nation 
o f 
farm ers, and 
in every 
great crisis of the 
past a peculiar dependence has 
had to be 
placed upon the 
farm ing po pu la tio n; 
and 
this dependence 
has hitherto been Justified. 
Rut it can not be justified in 
the fu tu re if 
ag ricultu re is perm itted to sink in the 
scale 


as compared with other employments. 
We 
can not afford to lose that pre-eminently 
typical American, the farmer who owns his 
own medium-sized farm. 
To have his place 
taken by either a class of small peasant 
proprietors, or by a class of great land­ 
lords with tenant-farmed estates wouid be 
a veritable calamity. 
The growth of our 
cities is a good thing but only in so far 
as It does not mean a growth at the ex­ 
pense of the country farmer. 
We must 
welcome the rise of physical sciences in 
their application to agricultural practices, 
and we must do all we can to render coun­ 
try conditions more easy 
and 
pleasant. 
There are forces which now tend to bring 
about both these results, but they are. as 
yet, In their infancy. 
The national gov­ 
ernment through the department of agri­ 
culture should do all it can by joining with 
the State governments and with independ­ 
ent associations of farmers to encourage 
the growth in the open farming country of 
such institutional and social movements as 
will meet the demand of the best type of 
farmers, both for the improvement of their 
farms and for the betterment of the life it­ 
self. 
The grain producing Industry of the coun­ 
try. one of 
the most 
important in the 
United States, deserves special consideration 
at the hands of the Congress. 
I suggest to 
the Congress the advisability of a national 
system of inspection and grading of grain 
entering into interstate and foreign com­ 
merce as a remedy for the present evils. 
Inla nd W a terwa y *. 
F o r the last few years, th ro ugh several 
agencies, the go vernm ent has been endeav­ 
o ring to get o ur people to look ahead and 
to su bstitu te a planned and o rderly devel­ 
o pm ent o f o ur reso urces in place of a h ap­ 
hazard striv ing fo r im m ediate profit. 
O ur 
great river system s sho uld be developed as 
natio nal w ate r h ig h w ays; the Mississippi, 
w ith its tributaries, standing first in im po rt­ 
ance, and the Co lumbia second, altho ugh 
there are many o thers of im po rtance on the 
Pacific, the A tlantic and the G ulf slopes. 
The natio nal go vernm ent sho uld undertak» * 
this work, and 1 hope a beginning will be 
made 
in 
the present C o ng re ss; 
and 
the 
greatest o f all o ur rivers, th** Mississippi, 
sho uld receive special attentio n. 
From the 
G reat Lakes to the m o uth of the Mississippi 
there sho uld 
be 
a deep 
w aterw ay, 
with 
deep w aterw ays leading from it to the east 
and west. 
Such a w aterw ay would prac­ 
tically 
mean 
the extensio n o f o ur co ast 
line into the very h e a rt of o ur co untry. 
It 
wo uld Ik* of incalculable l>eueiit to o ur peo­ 
ple. 
If begun a t once it can be carried 
thro ugh in time appreciably to relieve the 
co ngestio n 
o f 
o ur 
g rea t freight-carrying 
lines o f railro ads. 
I have appo inted an in­ 
land w aterw ays commission to study and 
o utline a co m prehensive scheme of develo p­ 
m ent alo ng all the lines Indicated. 
lo iter I 
shall lay its repo rt l« *fore the Congres. 
Iteelmnnllo n Wo rk, 
Irrigatio n sho uld be far more extensively 
developed th an a t present, no t only in the 
S tates of the great plains, and the Koeky 
M o untains, but in m any o thers, as, fo r in­ 
stance. in large po rtio ns o f the so uth A tlan­ 
tic and G ulf States, where it sho uld go 
hand 
in 
hand 
w ith th*» reclam atio n of 
sw am p 
land. 
The 
Federal 
G o vernm ent 
sho uld serio usly devo te itself to this task, 
realizing th a t utilizatio n o f w aterw ays and 
w ater power, fo restry. Irrigatio n, and th*1 
reclam atio n o f lands threatened w ith o ver­ 
flow, are all Interdependent parts o f the 
seme problem. 
T he work of th e reclam atio n 
service in developing th e larger o ppo rtu ni­ 
ties of the w estern half o f o ur co untry fo r 
irrigatio n is more Im po rtant th a n alm o st 
any o ther movement. 
Public La nds. 
T he effort of the G o vernm ent to deal w ith 
the public land has been based upon the 
same principle as th a t o f the reclam atio n 
service. 
T he land law system which was 
designed to meet the needs o f the fertile 
and w ell-watered 
regio ns of 
the 
middle 
w est has largely bro ken down 
when 
ap­ 
plied 
to 
the 
drier 
regio ns of 
the 
great 
plains, 
th e m o untains, and much o f the 
Pacific slope, w here a farm of 16b acres 
is inadequate fo r self-suppo rt. 
In these re­ 
gions Hie system lent itself to fraud. Three 
years ago a public lands commission was 
appo inted to scrutinize the law. and de­ 
fects, and reco mmend a remedy. 
T heir ex­ 
am inatio n specifically showed the 
existence 
of g reat frau d upon the public do main, and 
their reco m m endatio ns fo r changes In the 
law were made with the design o f co nserv­ 
ing th e na tu ra l reso urces of every part of 
the public lands by pu tting it to its best 
use. 
T h e reco m m endatio ns of the public 
lands co mmissio n are so u nd: fo r they are 
especially in the interest 
o f 
the 
actual 
ho m e-m aker; and where th e small 
ho me­ 
m aker canno t a t present utilize the land 
they 
provide 
th a t th e G o vernm ent 
shall 
keep co ntro l o f it so th a t it may no t be 
mo nopolized by 
a few 
men. 
Some such 
legislatio n 
as 
th a t 
proposed 
is 
essential 
in o rder to preserve the g reat stretches or 
public grazing land which are unfit fo r cul­ 
tivatio n 
under 
present 
m etho ds 
and 
are 
valuable only fo r the fo rage which they 
supply. 
Preserv a tio n o f Fo rests. 
Optim ism Is a good characteristic, b ut If 
carried to an excess it becomes foolishness. 
We are pro ne to speak of the reso urces of 
this co untry as inexhau stib le; this is no t 
so 
Th« » mineral w ealth of the co untry, the 
coal. Iron, oil, gas. and the like, does not re­ 
pro duce itself, and therefo re is certain to be 
exhausted u u tim a te ly; and w astefulness in 
dealing w ith it to -day m eans th a t o ur de­ 
scendants will feel the exhaustio n a gener­ 
atio n o r tw o before they o therw ise would. 
But there are certain o ther fo rms o f w aste 
which could be entirely sto pped— the w aste 
o f soil bv w ashing, fo r instance, which is 
amo ng th e mo st dangero us o f all w astes 
now in pro gress in the United States, is 
easilv 
preventable, 
so 
th a t 
this 
present 
eno rm o us loss o f fertility is entirely u n­ 
necessary. 
T he preservatio n o r replacement 
o f the fo rests is one o f the mo st Im po rtant 
m eans of preventing this loss. 
We have 
made a beginning in fo rest preservatio n, 
but 
it 
is oofiy a l*eginning. 
At 
present 
lum bering is the fo urth g reatest Industry 
In the U nited S ta te s: and yet, so rapid ha« 
been the ra te of exhaustio n o f timi>er in 
the U nited S tates in the past, and so rap­ 
idly Is the rem ainder being exhausted, th at 
the co untry is unquestio nably on the verge 
o f a tim ber fam ine which will be felt in 
ever? ho useho ld In 
the land. 
T here has 
already been a rise in the price of lumber, 
but there is certain to lw* a more rapid 
and heavier rise in the future. 
The present 
annual co nsum ptio n o f lum ber is certainly 
three times as great as the annual gro w th : 
and if the co nsum ptio n and gro w th co ntinue 
unchanged, practically all o u r lum ber will 
be exhausted in ano th er generatio n, while 
Ion'*- before the limit to co mplete exhau s­ 
tion Is reached the gro w ing scarcity will 
make itself felt 
In 
many blighting ways 
upon o ur natio nal welfare. 
Fo rests can Ik* 
lumbered sd as to give to the public the 
full use of th eir m ercantile tim ber w itho ut 
th« * slightest detrim ent to the fo rest, any 
more th an it is a detrim ent to a farm to 
furnish a harvest. 
B ut fo rests, if used as 
all o ur fo rests have been used in the past 
and as mo st o f them are still used, will be 
either wholly destro yed, o r so damaged th a t 
m any decades have to pass before effective 
use can 
I k* made o f them again. 
All these 
facts a r so obvious th a t it is extraordinary 
th a t It sho uld be necessary to repeat them. 
The o nly tro uble w ith the movement fo r 
the preservatio n of o ur fo rests, is th a t It 
has no t gone 
nearly 
fa r eno ugh, and w as 
no t begun soon 
enough, 
it is a mo st fo r­ 
tu na te thing, 
however, th a t we began 
it 
when we 
did. 
We 
sho uld acquire in the 
Appalachian 
and W hite 
Mountain regions 
al( the fo rest lands that it is possible to ac­ 
quire fo r the 
use o f the natio n. 
These 
lands, 
because they fo rm a national asset, 
are a s emphatically national 
as the rivers 
which they feed, and 
which flow through 
so m any States before they reach th e ocean. 
T.iriff o n W o o d Pa lp. 
There should tie no tariff on any 
fo rest 
product grown in this co untry; and, In 
especial, then? should be no tariff on wood, 
pulp; due notice of the change being of 
course given to those engaged in the busi­ 
ness so as to enable them to adjust them­ 
selves to the new conditions. 
The repeal 
of the duty on wood 
pulp should if possible 
l»e accompanied 
by a n agreemnt with 
Can 
a da that there shall be no expo rt duty on 
Canadian 
pulp 
wood. 
M inera l La nd*. 
In my ju dg m ent th e G o vernm ent sho uld 
have the right to keep the fee o f th e coal, 
oil a nd 
gas fields in 
its o w n possession 
and 
to lease the rig h ts to develo p them 
under proper 
re g u la tio ns ; o r else, if the 
Congress 
will no t ado pt th is m etho d, th e 
coal depo sits sho uld be sold under lim ita­ 
tions. to co nserve them as public utilities, 
the rig h t to mine coal being separated fro m 
the title to the soil. 
The Pa na m a Ca na l. 
Work on the Panama Canal 
is proceeding 
In a highly satisfactory manner. 
Last win­

Full' 
m> por cent of the entire plant needed re ­ 
co nstructio n 
has 
been 
purchased o r co n­ 
tracted fo r; m achine sho ps have been e re c t­ 
ed and equipped fo r making si! nee led re­ 
pairs to the pla nt ; m any tho usands of nr 
ploy os have i» een secured; an eff-vuve o r­ 
ganizatio n has l» een perfected ; a recruiting 
system is in o peratio n which Is capable \ 
furnishing more laiK>r than cau t» e used a d­ 
vantageo usly ; employes are well sN o tered 
and well fe d; salaries paid are satisfacto ry 
and the work 
Is not only going fo rw ard 
smo o thly, but it Is pro ducing results far ir. 
advance 
o f 
the 
most 
sanguin« * 
antic ipa­ 
tio ns. 
U nder these favo rable co nditio ns, 
a 
change in th e metho d of pro secuting th** 
work would U* unwise and unjust id » ble, f<>! 
it would Inevitably diso rganize existing con 
dltio ns, check pro gress, and 
increase 
the 
cost and lengthen the time of co mpleting 
the canal. 
T he chief engineer and all jiis pro fes 
sional asso ciates are firmly co nvinced that 
th» * 85-foot level lock canal which they are 
co nstructing in the best th a t could be de­ 
sired. 
Some of them had do ubts on 
po int when they went to the isthm us. 
As 
the plans have developed u nder 
t h e i r direc­ 
tion their do ubts have l*een dispelled. While 
they may decide upon changes in detaii as 
co nstructio n advances, they are in hearty 
accord iu appro ving the general plan. 
They 
believe th a t It pro vides a eaua! r.ot only 
adequate to all dem ands th a t will t*e made 
upon it, but superio r in every way to a sea 
level canai. 
I co ncur in this belief. 
P o sta l Affa ir*. 
I co mmend to th e favo rable co nsideratio n 
o f the Co ngress a po stal savings bank sys­ 
tem, 
as reco mmended by 
th e 
P o stm aster 
General. 
The prim ary o bject is to enco ur­ 
age am o ng o ur people economy and thrift 
and by the use o f po stal savings banks to 
give them an o ppo rtunity to husband their 
resources, particularly tho se who have no t 
the facilities a t hand fo r depo siting their 
money in savings banks. 
\ tewed, however, 
from the experience o f the past few weeks, 
it is evident th a t th<* adv antag es of such 
an institutio n are still more far reaching. 
Tim id depo sito rs have w ith draw n th eir sav­ 
ings 
fo r 
th e 
time 
being 
from 
natio nal 
banks, tru st co mpanies and savings banks ; 
individuals have ho arded their cash and the 
w o rkingm en th eir e a rning s; all of which 
money has been w ithheld and kept in h id­ 
ing o r in the safe depo sit l*ox to the detri­ 
m ent o f pro sperity. 
Thro ugh th*» agency of 
the po stal savings hanks such money would 
be resto red to th e channels of tin de, to the 
m utual benefit of capital and Islwr. 
1 fu r­ 
ther co mmend to the Co ngress the co nsid­ 
eratio n of the P o stm aster General s recom­ 
m endatio n fo r an extensio n of the parcel 
post, especially on the rural ro utes. 
Pre*id« *n41a l Ca m pa i» « Ex penses. 
it is well to pro vide th a t co rpo ratio ns 
shall no t co ntribute to presidential o r na ­ 
tio nal campaigns. 
The nee l fo r co llecting 
large cam paign funds w o uld vanish if Co n­ 
gress pro vided an 
appro priatio n 
fo r 
the 
pro per and legitim ate expenses of each of 
the g rea t natio nal parties, an appro priatio n 
am ple eno ugh to meet the necessity for th o r­ 
ough o rganizatio n and machinery, which re­ 
quires a large exenditure of money. 
Been» M a il Serv ice. 
I call yo ur especial a tte ntio n to the un­ 
satisfacto ry co nditio n of o ur foreign mail 
service, which, because o f th e lack o f A m er­ 
ican steam ship line« , is now largely done 
thro ugh fo reign lines, and which, jmrtiou- 
larly so f a r as So uth a nd C entral America 
are concerned, is done in a m anner which 
co nstitutes a serio us barrier to the exten­ 
sion o f o u r commerce. 
T he time has come, 
in my judgm ent, to s» *t to w o rk serio usly to 
make 
o ur ocean 
m ail service co rrespo nd 
mo re closely w ith o ur recent co mmercial 
and, po litical develo pment. 
T he only serio us 
questio n is w hether a t th is time we can 
afford to impro ve o ur ocean mall servite 
as ft sho uld be improved. 
All do ubt on 
(his subject is removed by the repo rts of 
the 
Postoffiec 
D epartm ent. 
T he 
Go vern­ 
m ent of the U nited .States, having assumed 
a mo nopoly of carrying the m ails fo r the 
people, is m aking a profit of over $5,6 00,000 
by tendering a cheap and inefficient service 
T h a t profit I believe sho uld be devoted to 
streng thening o ur m aritim e po wer in those 
directio ns where it will best pro m o te o ur 
prestige. 
I stro ngly recommend, therefo re, 
a simple am endm ent to the ocean mail acT 
of 189 1 which shall autho rize the Po st m as­ 
ter G eneral in his discretio n to enter into 
co ntracts fo r th e transpo rtatio n o f mails 
to the republics of So uth America, to Asia, 
the 
Philippines, and A ustralia a t a rate 
no t to exceed $4 a mile fo r steam ships of 
10 kno ts speed o r upw ards, subject to the 
restrictio ns and o bligatio ns o f th e a c t of 
1801. 
T h e Army . 
Not onlv there is not 
now. but 
there 
never 
h a s been, any o ther natio n in the 
wo rld so wholly free fro m th*? evils oi m il­ 
itarism as is ours. 
Never a t any tim e oi 
o ur histo rv has the regular array l**en of 
a size which caused the » lightest apprecia­ 
ble tax upo n the tax-paying citizens of the 
natio n. 
As a natio n we have alw ays been 
s h o r ts ig h te d in providing 
fo r the efficiency 
of the arm y in time of peace. 
I think it is 
only lack o f fo resight th a t tro ubles us, not 
any ho stility to the arm y. 
T here are, o f 
course, foolish people who deno unce any care 
of the’ arm y or navy as “m ilitarism ,” but 1 
do not think th a t these people are nu m e r­ 
ous. 
We are glad to help in any movement 
fo r internatio nal peace, hut this is because 
we sincerely believe th a t it is o ur duty t» 
help all such mo vem ents provid» *d they arc 
sane and ratio nal, and no t because there is 
any tendency to wurii m ilitarism on o ur part 
which needs to Ik* cured 
The evils vvd 
have 10 fight are tho se in co nnectio n w ith 
industrialism , no t m ilitarism , 
indu stry is 
alw ays necessary, ju s t as w ar is so metimes 
ne ce ssa ry. 
Each has its price, and industry 
in th e United S tates now exacts, and has 
alw ays exacted, a fa r heavier toll of death 
than all o ur w ars put to gether. 
We sho uld m aintain 
In peace a 
fairly 
co m plete skeleto n of a large arm y. 
A g reat 
a nd long co ntinued w ar would have to 
Ik* 
fo ught by vo lunteers. 
B ut m o nths wo uld 
pass before any large body o f efficient vol­ 
unteers could i» e put in the field, and o ur 
reg ular arm y sho uld 
ne large eno ugh to 
me» *t any im m ediate need. 
In partic u la r it 
Is essential th a t we sho uld possess a num ­ 
ber of extra officers trained in peace to per­ 
form efficiently th e duties urgently required 
upon the breaking o u t o f w ar. 
The rate of 
pay fo r the officers sho uld be greatly in­ 
creased ; there is no higher type o f citizen 
th a n th e American regular officer, and he 
sho uld have a fa ir rew ard fo r his a dm ir­ 
able work. 
T here sho uld be a relatively 
even g re a te r increase in the pay fo r the 
enlisted men. 
The ra te o f desertio n In o ur 
arm y now* in tim e of peace is alarm ing. 
The deserter sho uld 
1*0 treated by public 
o pinio n as a man guilty o f the g reatest 
crime ; while on the o th er hand the m an 
who serves steadily in th e arm y sho uld be 
treated as w hat he Is, th a t is, as pre-emi­ 
nently o ne of the best citizens o f this re­ 
public. 
The N a v y . 
It 
w as 
ho ped 
The 
H ague Co nference 
m ight deal w ith the questio n of th e lim ita­ 
tion of arm am ents. 
B ut even before it had 
assembled Info rmal inquiries had developed 
th<at as regards naval arm am ents, th e only 
ones in w hich this co untry had any inte r­ 
est, It w as hopeless to tr y to devise any 
plan fo r which there w as th e slightest po s­ 
sibility o f securing the assent o f th e na ­ 
tio ns g ath ered a t T he Hague. 
It is evi­ 
dent. 
therefo re, th a t it is folly fo r this 
natio n to base any hope o f securing peace 
on any Internatio nal agreem ent as to the 
lim itatio n of arm am ents. 
Such being the 
fac t it would l>e mo st unw ise fo r us to 
sto p th e upbuilding o f o ur navy. 
To build 
one b attleship o f the best and m o st a d­ 
vanced type a year w o uld barely keep o ur 
fleet up to Its present force. 
T his Is no t 
eno ugh. 
In my judgm ent, we sho uld this 
year pro vide fo r fo ur battleships. 
B u t it 
Is idle to build b attlesh ips unless In addi­ 
tio n to pro viding th e men, and the means 
fo r tho ro ugh training , we pro vide the a ux­ 
iliaries fo r them , unless we provide docks, 
the co aling statio n« , the col tiers and supply 
ships th a t they need. 
We arc extremely 
deficient in co aling statio ns and docks on 
th e Pacific and th is deficiency sho uld not 
lo nger 
I k * perm itted to exist. 
P lenty o f to r­ 
pedo bo ats a nd destro yers sho uld be built. 
Bo th on the A tlantic and Pacific co asts, 
fo rtifica tio ns of the best type sho uld be pro ­ 
vided fo r all o u r g reatest harbo rs. 
We need always 
to rem ember that in 
time of war th e navy 
is no t to be used to 
defend harbor« and geacoast 
cities; 
we 
should perfect our system of coast fortifica­ 
tions. 
The only efficient use for the navy 
Is for offense. 
The only way in which 
it 
can efficiently protect our own coast against 
the po ssible action o f a fo reig n navy 
Is by 
destroying th at foreign navy. 
For defense 
against a hostile fleet which actually attacks 
them, the coast cities must depend upon

mines, 
to rpedo e-. 
submarines- 
un.J to ro edo bo ats and destro yers. 
U ntil our b attle fleet is m uch larger than 
it present it sho uld never l» c split into de-

Ik? speedily united. 
Our co ast line is on the Pacific ju st as 
much as on the A tlantic. 
Ti *> interests oi

Texas, 
T he 
b attle 
fleet

It m ust be rem embered th a t e v eryth ing 
do ne in the navy to fit it to do well ia 
tim e of w ar m u st be do ne in tim e of peace. 
Modern w ars are s h o r t; they do no t last 
the length of tim e requisite to build a b a t­ 
tlesh ip; and it takes lo nger to tra in the* 
o fficers an*l men to do wed on the b a ttle ­ 
ship th an it tak es to build it. 
N o thing ef­ 
fective can Ik* do ne fo r th e navy o nce w a r 
h as begun, and the result o f th e w ar. if 
the com I » a to u ts 
are 
o therw ise 
equally* 
matched, will depend upon which po wer has 
prepared l*est in tim e of peace. 
T he U nited 
S tates navy is th e best g u a ra nty the na ­ 
tio n has th a t its ho no r nnd intere st will 
not Ik* neg le c ted; and in ad Mlion it offers- 
by fa r the i*est insu rance fo r peace th a t 
can by hum an ingenuity l*e devised. 
Fo reig n A f lu i r * . 
In foreign affairs this co u ntry’s steady 
policy is to behave to w ard o th er natio ns 
as a stro ng and self-respecting man sho uld 
iK'have to w ard th e o th er m en w ith who m 
he is bro ught into co ntact. 
In o ilier wo rds, 
o ur aim 
is disinterestedly 
to 
help o th e r 
natio ns where such

T he second internatio nal peace co nference 
was convened a t T he H ague on the 15th 
of Ju ne last and rem ained in session until 
the 18th o f October. 
F o r the first tim e 
the representatives of practically all the 
civilized co untries o f the wo rld united in a 
tem perate 
and 
kindly discussio n of 
th e 
m etho ds by which the causes of w ar m ig ht 
be narro w ed and its injurio us effects re­ 
duced. 
Altho ugh th e agreem ents reached in th e 
co nference « lid no t in any directio n go t o 
the length hoped fo r by the mo re sanguine, 
yet 
in 
many* directio ns im po rta nt 
steps 
w ere taken, and upon every subject 
on th e 
pro gram there w as such full and co nsider­ 
ate discussio n as to ju stify th e belief th a t 
su b sta ntial pro gress has been m ade to w ard 
fu rth e r agreem ents in th e 
future. 
The* 
delegates 
o f 
the

De­ 
fer th at we d id n ot kn ow su ch a thin g 
cou ld happen becau se n o brid ge had 
ever been bu ilt like It an d steel had 
n ever been pu t to su ch a ten sion . So it 
is w ith Marcon i’s system ; Its lim it mu st 
be reached .

The Riot Act. 
W hat is common ly mean t by “read in g 
the riot act” is better kn own than tb» 
origin of the phrase. 
The historical 
riot act was passed by the British Par- 
llamen t in the reign of George I. in 
1714. 
It en acts that felon y is commit­ 
ted when twelve or more person s u n ­ 
lawfu lly, riotou sly an d tu mu ltu ou sly 
assemble together to the d istu rban ce 
of the pu blic peace, so to con tin u e to­ 
gether for an hou r after bein g com­ 
man d ed to d isperse by the sheriff of 
u n d ersheriff or a ju stice or the mayor 
of the borou gh. 
In the “read in g” of the British riot 
act, which is a n ecessary prelimin ary 
to its bein g pu t In to operation , it is n ot 
cu stomary to recite the whole of the 
statu te, which is rather a lon g on e, bu t 
on ly the followin g proclamation , which 
it con tain s: 
“Ou r sovereign lord the 
kin g chargeth an d oomman d eth all per­ 
son s bein g assembled immed iately to 
d isperse themselves an d peaceably ts 
d epart to their habitation s or to their 
lawfu l bu sin ess u pon the pain s con ­ 
tain ed in the act mad e In the first year 
of Kin g George for preven tin g tu m u lts 
an d riotou s assembles. 
God save the 
kin g!”—Chicago News.
